Tue development of the ‘‘ Books Wanted”’ 
department of the WEEKLY of recent years, 


under the system of permitting free insertion of | 


five lines in each issue from any subscriber, has, 
we think, fully justified the foresight of Mr. Ley- 
poldt in adopting that system. It was not ex- 
pected or hoped that the department under this 
system would prove a source of direct profit, but 
it was planned that it should be the medium of 
affording to the trade at large a ready means of 
extending trade in a particular direction. And 
we may here remind the patrons of the WEEKLY, 
whether subscribers or advertisers, that this in- 
crease of trade by bettering facilities, is and 
must be the chief function and aim of this jour- 
nal, which is in no way intended to compete in 
the literary interest of its reading-matter with the 
literary journals proper. Wesay this by way of 
justification of what may sometimes seem a lack 
of the proportion of “ reading-matter’’ expected 
in most journals. The “ lists” of the WEEKLY,

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We have reason to believe that most dealers 
make far too little of the capabilities of this de- 
partment. Those who have helped to make it 
self-supporting by over-running their five lines 
and paying the further price of ten cents a line, 
tell us that it has paid them well. We commend 
their example to the ingenious subscriber who 
suggested that as he was entitled to 250 lines 
during the year, he might as well take it all at 
once—a process which, if generally adopted, 
would easily bankrupt our modest periodical. 

We desire to extend the system of this depart- 
ment into other fields—especially into that of 
copyright notices, which properly belong in the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, but are usually published 
in the cheapest journal that offers—and our rates 
for all the special small advertisernents will, after 
March Ist, be ten cents per line, five lines under

WE are glad to note a movement on the part 
of New York importers to obtain from the 
Treasury the privilege of swearing in invoices 
before a Notary Public instead of at the 
Custom House. While this is especially de- 
sirable in New York because of the distance 
between up-town dealers and the Custom House, 
there would seem to be no good reason why 
it should not be a general rule of the Tieasury 
Department. Much inconvenience would be 
saved, and it seems scarcely probable that mere 
presence at the Custom House is any bar 
against fraud on the part of those who would 
attempt it. 


COPYRIGHT AND PRINTERS. 
From the Printing and Stationery World. 


TAKE them as a body, American printers are 
not opposed to an international copy-right law. 
They are not enemies of American authors, and 
they do not approve of compelling American au- 
thors to compete against foreign stolen property. 
They cannot see where they are benefited by al- 


| lowing publishers over here to stop the growth 


of American literature by permitting such pub- 
lishers to steal the product of an Englishman’s 
brain. The American printer has more to hope 
for from the encouragement of American liter- 
ary talent than from the robbing of foreign au- 
thors of their property. If the United States is 
to bea great book-producing country, giving 
employment to more printers than it does, then 
the writers of the United States must be enabled 
to receive better remuneration than they receive 
now for their work. The only way to do this is 
to put astop to the stealing of the foreign au- 
thor’s productions by American publishers. 

The last defence of the pirate ring is the 
American printer. Behind him they now 
crouch and shout that if copyright must be grant- 
ed to the foreign author, then the American peo- 
ple ought atleast to insist that its printers be 
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given a monopoly of making the book. The 
American printer is not deceived by this cry. 


fie knows that it only means that the pirate gang 
want to retain the power of forcing the foreign 
writer to accept any terms they may offer, and, 
as a consequence, to retain the American writer 
in the dependent position he has been in for 
years. 

The American printer can take care of himself 
without the assistance of these deadly friends. 
There is a tariff on books quite high enough to 
enable him to compete with his English breth- 
ren. An international copyright-law, placing 
the foreign and the native author on an equal 
footing, can only be of benefit to the printer. It 
will furnish the native writer with that reward 
for his work of which the ability of the pirates 
to steal the foreign writer's work has deprived 
him. This will help the growth of an American 
literature, which must be a benefit to the whole 
country, but to the printing art especially. 


THE DUNLAP SOCIETY PUBLICATIONS 


THE Dunlap Society, recently organized in 
New York City, with Messrs. J. H. V. Arnold, 
Harry Edwards, Laurence Hutton, Thomas J. 
McKee, and Brander Matthews as the Executive 
Committee, intends to begin at once the issuing 
of books and pamphlets which shall discuss vari- 
ous points inthe history, biography, and _ bibli- 
ography of the American Theatre.
